France, Germany, Belgium, Lux­ 
emburg and the Netherlands. The 
Market program embraces not 
only the industrial economy of 
these nations but the agricultural 
sectors as well. It is expected 
that trade will be completely free 
in the next four years. 


In addition, there is a harmoniz­ 
ing of prices. Not price-fixing as 
we know it in America, but 
rather, price-listing with the EEC 
Commission. 


This price - listing represents 
merely a ceiling and a floor as a 
basis of trade among EEC mem­ 
bers and, according to knowledge­ 
able people it has not hoi the ef­ 
fect of curtailing competition but, 
rather, of encouraging it. 


At the same time. Common 
Market membership doesn't mean 
a member nation is not perfect­ 
ly free to join in world trade 
which all of them do. In this con­ 
nection, Italy imports coal from 
the United States at $3 less per 
ton than she can buy it in Ger­ 
many. This has become a worry- 
some problem for Bonn because, 
despite the dynamism of 
the 
Ruhr and the Saar, inefficiency 
and lack of mechanization is a 
real mining problem. 


• Despite remarkable progress of 
the past few years, Italy's econ­ 
omy still has a long way to go. 
While her utilities, railroads, com­ 
munication systems and many in­ 
dustries are nationalized, there is 
no long-range economic develop­ 


ment program as such. There is 
much discussion about such a pro­ 
gram but strong leftist opposition 
has so far stymied any effort to 
get it on the road. 


Italy's per capita 
income is 
about $500 a year — one fifth of 
that of the United States and 
about one half of that of France, 
Germany and England. 


Her agricultural industry is on 
the backward side, although Dr. 
Mario Bandini, chief of the equi­ 
valent of our Department of Ag­ 
riculture, is optimistic about prog­ 
ress 
in 
this direction. 
Italian 
farms are small and lack both 
electrification and mechanization 
The government is about to im 
plement a broad program it calls 
the "Green Plan” which provides 
easy financing for homes, land, 
machinery and even capital for 
farmers*. 


Conceivably the Common Mark­ 
et coil Id bring a bit of embar­ 
rassment to Rome. At the present 
time most of the nation’s grain 
imports — all are imported — 
come from the Soviet bloc. The 
Agricultural program of the EEC 
which goes into effect July I will 
require Italy to deal with the 
Common Market members for her 
grains at prices somewhat less 
cozy than those she now enjoys 
Incidentally, the Italian steel 
worker make? $1.25 an hour and 
this is considered a very hand 
some wage in these parts. It has 
had the effect of causing a lot of 
rural and village folks to flock to 
the industrial centers for what 
they consider greater opportunity 
for security.
